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DEVELOPMENTS  AT  MCG 


No  longer  a  wonderful  dream,  but  a  firm  reality  is  the 
multimillion  dollar  expansion  program  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Georgia. 

The  College  began  to  develop  this  expansion  about  three 
years  ago.  Last  July,  the  city  of  Augusta  transferred  over  six 
acres  of  land  to  the  Board  of  Regents  and  was  compensated 
in  the  amount  of  $156,200.00.  On  January  12  of  this  year,  Dr. 
Harry  B.  O'Rear,  president  of  the  Medical  College,  representing 
the  Board  of  Regents,  accepted  title  to  an  additional  twenty 
acres  from  Mr.  George  A.  Sancken,  Jr.,  mayor  of  Augusta. 
For  this  tract  of  land,  the  city  of  Augusta  received  a  check 
for  $468,000.00  from  Dr.  O'Rear.

The  acreage  acquired  is  urban  renewal  land,  adjacent 
to  the  Medical  College,  bounded  by  Gwinnett  Street,  Fifteenth 
Street,  Wrightsboro  Road  and  Railroad  Avenue. 


STUDENT  CENTER 


The  construction  of  a  student  center,  located  near  the 
intersection  of  Fifteenth  and  Gwinnett  Streets,  will  initiate 
the  expansion  program.  Completion  of  this  structure  will  take 
approximately  sixteen  months  and  will  include  a  meeting  room, 
recreation  facilities,  cafeteria,  snack  bar  and  a  lounge  area. 
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HOUSING  UNITS 


Preliminary  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Regents  for  two  desperately  needed  housing  units.  One  build- 
ing having  52  units  will  accommodate  104  single  students,  the 
second  building  will  have  64  units  and  will  be  used  by  married 
students  and  their  families.  The  college  has  not  previously  pro- 
vided housing  for  men,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  apartments 
used  by  residents  and  students. 

EDUCATIONAL  AND  RESEARCH  BUILDING 

The  Regents  also  approved  the  construction  of  an  educa- 
tional and  research  building  at  the  college  which  will  give 
much  needed  classroom  and  laboratory  space  required  for  the 
expansion  of  academic  activities  and  programs.

SCHOOL  OF  DENTISTRY 

The  dental  school,  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege will  have  an  estimated  enrollment  of  25  students  and  20 
hygienists  in  1970,  and  by  1974,  an  enrollment  of  130  in  dentistry 
and  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  dental  hygienists. 
In  a  few  short  years,  the  Dental  School  will  be  able  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  solution  of  Georgia  Dental  Health  needs. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE 

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  was  founded  in  1828  by 
a  group  of  twenty-four,  of  which  Milton  Anthony  was  the 
leader.  On  October  1,  1829,  with  a  faculty  of  three  and  an 
enrollment  of  seven,  the  Medical  Academy,  as  it  was  then  call- 
ed, was  well  on  its  way,  thanks  to  the  dedication,  perseverance, 
and  hard  work  of  the  Founders. 

Today,  the  Medical  College,  with  a  faculty  of  174  full- 
time  and  24  part-time,  has  an  enrollment  of  597,  of  which  377 
are  medical  students;  43  graduate  students;  9  Medical  Il- 
lustration students;  13  medical  technology  students;  3  x-ray 
technology  students;  143  nursing,  and  9  Medical  Record  Science 
students. 

This  expansion  program,  when  completed,  will  more  than 
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double  current  student  enrollment,  faculty,  and  other  employees. 

One  cannot  place  a  dollar  and  cent  value  on  this  program 
and  its  impact  on  the  community,  but  must  be  thought  of  in 
its  broader  value,  The  Ultimate  Value  To  Mankind. 

Needless  to  say,  every  person  connected  with  this  effort, 
its  benefits  and  great  need,  will  be  gratified  as  the  plans  be- 
come functional  realities  and  as  the  various  phases  of  this 
wonderful  project  are  completed. 

DOCTOR  SPEAKS  ON  MEDICARE 

Dr.  Charles  Hudson  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  trustee  of  AMA's 
Board  since  1961,  and  incoming  president  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,  lectured  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia 
on  Medicare,  Public  law  80-97  H.  R.  6675.  There  were  over 
500  persons  in  attendance.  Dr.  Hudson  explained  to  the  audience 
of  medical  paramedical  and  lay  people  the  impact  in  the  im- 
mediate future  and  possibly  for  years  to  come  that  Medicare 
will  have  on  them. 

He  said  the  federal  govern- 
ment has  entered  the  field  of 
health  to  a  degree  whicn  is  un- 
precedented, and  to  a  degree 
which  will  affect  all  physicians 
of  the  future.  Declaring  that  the 
Medicare  issue  is  a  significant 
one,  he  called  upon  his  audience 
to  take  a  stand,  saying,  "You 
must  have  an  opinion  one  way 
or  another;  you  can  not  be  in- 
dr.  Charles  Hudson  different." 

Outlining  principal  provisions  of  the  Medicare  program 
and  Social  Security  amendments,  the  physician  said  it  would 
be  a  threat  to  the  American  Medical  Association  if  it  were 
to  urge  physicians  not  to  participate  in  the  Medicare  program. 
He  declared  that  this  is  a  decision  that  rests  with  the  individual 
doctor.  He  said  a  great  many  persons  over  65  already  have 
made  arrangements  for  their  care,  but  this  does  not  tell  us 
whether  or  not  there  will  be  a  great  influx  of  patients  into 
hospitals.  Much  will  depend  on  the  situation  of  a  locality. 
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One  of  Dr.  Hudson's  objectives  while  in  office  will  be  to 
emphasize  knowledge  and  techniques,  and  how  they  may  be 
translated  into  services  to  society. 

Dr.  Hudson  explained  to  the  audience  a  new  bill  in  Con- 
gress which  will  provide  funds  for  the  establishment  of  co- 
operative programs  between  medical  centers  and  community 
hospitals.  The  object  of  the  bill  is  the  education  of  physicians 
in  the  usefulness  of  new  techniques  in  the  treatment  of  strokes, 
cancer  and  heart  disease.  Such  a  program  in  effect  would  be 
somewhat  similar  to  our  program  of  Continuing  Education 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Dr.  Hudson  said  the  89th 
Congress  passed  more  health  legislation  in  1965  than  all  the 
previous  Congresses  put  together.  He  referred  to  an  article 
in  a  labor  magazine  which  said  "Medicare  will  lead  to  socialized 
medicine  and  that  this  seemed  to  be  a  logical  conclusion". 

Most  of  the  decisions  discussed  were  arrived  at  during 
a  visit  to  London  by  Dr.  Hudson,  where  he  talked  with  many 
people  in  the  medical  field.  They,  too,  are  aware  of  many  areas 
that  need  improvement  but  lack  the  funds  to  prevent  a  delay. 
The  speaker  said  ther  are  more  than  20,000,000  Americans  over 
the  age  of  65.  He  also  stated  that  the  American  Medical  Assoc- 
iation has  206,000  members  representing  71%  of  all  physicians. 

A  great  deal  of  money  is  needed  for  medical  research  and 
if  there  are  insufficient  funds  in  the  profession,  corners  must 
be  cut  somewhere,  either  in  quanity  or  quality. 

MCG  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  RECEIVES  FELLOWSHIPS 

The  allotment  of  five  graduate  fellowships  to  the  Medical 
College's  Graduate  School  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  Francis 
J.  Behal,  Director  of  the  Graduate  School,  who  explained, 
"These  are  the  first  awards  of  this  kind  to  the  college.  As  such 
they  represent  another  significant  step  in  the  growth  of  the 
Graduate  School  and  of  the  Medical  College  as  a  whole." 

Each  fellowship  will  provide  a  3-year  period  of  support 
for  a  graduate  student  working  toward  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree.  The  annual  stipend  for  the  first  year  of  tenure  is 
$2400,  tax  free,  plus  a  $500  dependency  allowance;  each  fellow- 
ship also  provides  for  the  student's  tuition  and  other  required 
fees.  In  addition,  the  Graduate  School  receives  a  "cost-of-educa- 
tion"  allowance  for  each  such  fellowship;  this  allowance  pro- 
vides $2100  per  fellowship  to  strengthen  the  graduate  program. 
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Four  of  the  fellowships  were  allocated  by  the  United  States 
Office  of  Education  under  the  provisions  of  Title  IV  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act;  the  fifth  one  was  allocated 
by  the  National  Science  Foundation. 

These  five  fellowships  and  their  "cost-of-education"  allow- 
ance are  providing  $25,000  in  support  of  the  MCG  Graduate 
School.  At  present  there  are  43  graduate  students;  of  these, 
21  are  working  toward  their  Ph.  D.,  and  the  remainder  toward 
thjeir  M.S.  The  first  Ph.  D.  to  be  conferred  by  the  Medical  Col- 
lege will  be  given  at  the  commencement  exercises  in  June.  A 
proposal  to  offer  the  Master  of  Science  in  Nursing  Degree  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Dr.  Behal  has  further  announced  that  enrollment  for  the 
fall  semester  will  be  expanded  to  allow  60  students  to  register 
in  the  Graduate  School.  There  will  be  a  further  expansion  after 
the  completion  of  new  facilities  which  are  now  in  the  plan- 
ning stage. 

Those  who  receive  the  mantle  of  a  rich  and  noble  heritage 
are  expected  to  perpetuate  it

R.  Mark  Wilkiemeyer,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  a  senior  medical 
student  chose  to  take  his  elective  in  Surgery  at  the  University 
of  London's  St.  Thomas'  Hospital  in  England.  The  following 
are  his  observations  of  this  period  spent  at  a  foreign  medical 
school. 

A  MEDICAL  STUDENT'S  OBSERVATION 

By  R.  ]vfark  Wilkiemeyer 

During  the  summer  following  my  Junior  year,  I  had  the 
marvelous  opportunity  of  taking  an  elective  in  General  Surgery 
at  St.  Thomas'  Hospital  Medical  School  in  London,  England.  It 
is  one  of  the  many  medical  schools  which  is  a  unit  of  the 
University  of  London. 
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As  I  walked  across  the  Westminster  Bridge,  I  was  im- 
mediately struck  by  the  castle-like  structure  of  this  old  hos- 
pital as  it  loomed  through  the  fog  sprawling  along  the  River 
Thames.  It  was  built  during  the  late  1790's  and  is  partially 
in  ruins  as  a  result  of  World  War  IPs  bombings. 

The  English  student  enters  medical  school  at  about  17 
years  of  age.  During  the  first  two  years,  he  studies  General 
and  Organic  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Biology.  At  the  end  of 
this  time,  he  must  pass  exams  in  order  to  obtain  his  first 
M.B.  (Bachelor  of  Medicine).  During  the  next  two  years  con- 
siderably more  emphasis  is  given  to  the  Basic  Medical 
Sciences;  more  emphasis  than  that  given  in  the  medical 
schools  in  the  U.S.  The  only  exams  covering  this  material  is 
given  at  the  end  of  these  two  years,  at  which  time  the  student 
must  achieve  his  second  MJB,  The  last  two  years  are  spent 
rotating  through  the  clinical  services.  Pathology  and  Pharma- 
cology are  also  studied  during  this  time.  Throughout  these 
six  years,  the  students  attend  medical  school  for  the  entire 
year  except  for  a  two  weeks  vacation  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter. 

On  the  Surgery  Service,  the  student  is  responsible  for 
doing  histories  and  physical  exams  on  his  own  patients,  as 
well  as  scrubbing  on  these  when  they  go  to  the  O.R.  Unlike  the 
American  medical  student,  he  has  practically  no  part  in  the 
direct  management  of  the  patient.  He  does  not  write  orders, 
remove  stitches,  change  dressings,  insert  catheters,  etc. 

Teaching  rounds,  which  are  held  for  two  hours,  four  or 
five  times  per  week,  are  particularly  instructive.  In  the  U.S. 
medical  schools,  most  of  the  teaching  is  the  responsibility 
of  residents.  This  is  not  true  in  England.  The  full-time  profes- 
sors conduct  rounds  and  give  the  lectures.  More  emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  history  and  physical  exam  as  a  means  of 
arriving  at  a  diagnosis.  This  is  stressed  over  and  over  again. 
A  minimum  of  laboratory  work  is  done. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  lectures  which  must  be  at- 
tended, the  student  is  free  to  attend  lectures,  conferences,  or 
clinics  on  the  various  other  services.  Some  afternoons,  he  may 
even  play  cricket  or  rugby,  or  sit  in  a  pub  and  drink  beer. 
This  type  of  endeavor  is  also  approved! 

At  the  end  of  his  clinical  years,  the  student  must  pass 
intensive  examinations  in  all  aspects  of  clinical  medicine  be-

fore  he  is  awarded  his  3rd  M.B.  Then  after  a  year  of  being 
a  houseman  (intern),  he  is  entitled  to  practice  medicine.  If 
he  so  desires,  he  may  go  on  to  specialized  training. 

In  general,  I  believe  that  the  English  medical  student 
is  equally  as  well  prepared,  with  regard  to  undergraduate 
medicine,  as  the  American  medical  student.  However,  with  few 
exceptions,  I  believe  our  post-graduate  training  programs  are 
more  advanced  and  superior  to  that  which  exists  in  England. 

I  consider  my  experience  in  London  particularly  reward- 
ing in  several  respects.  I  became  aware  of  a  different  philosophy 
of  medicine;  a  way  of  looking  at  and  treating  man  under 
totally  different  political,  social,  and  economic  conditions. 
Until  now,  I  had  been  completely  unaccustomed  to  such  situa- 
tions. 

Perhaps  most  of  all,  I  shall  always  remember  and  be 
grateful  to  the  students  and  professors  of  St.  Thomas'  who 
treated  this  American  medical  student  as  one  of  their  own.

SUBJECT:  Recommendation  for  Air  Force  Outstanding  Surgeon 
of  the  Year

1.  Captain  Jomes  0.  Hightower,  Jr.,  FR63407,  is  recom- 
mended for  selection  as  the  Outstanding  Air  Force  Surgeon  of 
the  Year.  Doctor  Hightower  has  served  as  the  Wing  Surgeon  at 
DaNang  Air  Base,  Republic  of  Vietnam,  since  14  July,  1965. 
During  this  period,  Doctor  Hightower  also  held  the  positions 
of  Flight  Surgeon,  Dispensary  Commander,  Director  of  Base 
Medical  Services  and  Base  Surgeon.  His  service  has  been  out- 
standing in  all  areas  and  by  his  own  efforts  he  has  enhanced 
the  Air  Force  image  in  this  area  by  establishing  commendable 
working  relations  with  other  branches  of  VS.  services  as  well 
as  the  Vietnamese  nationals. 

2.  Some  specific  accomplishments  by  Doctor  Hightower  are 
as  follows: 
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a.  He  established  a  base  medical  disaster  plan  to  handle 
more  casualties  by  coordinating  with  other  area  medical  facil- 
ities.

b.  Designed  and  provided  bite  sized  flight  lunches  for 
F-4C  combat  aircrews  that  are  required  to  experienece  pro- 
longed flights  to  carry  out  their  assigned  missions.  This  accom- 
plishment was  highly  beneficial  to  the  pilots  concerned  due 
to  inability  to  eat  normal  ration  on  prolonged  flights. 

c.  Designed  additional  first  aid  kits  for  flare  aircraft 
and  gave  lectures  to  crews  on  emergency  care  of  phosphorus 
and  magnesium  burns.  Serious  casualties  have  been  kept  to 
a  minimum  as  a  result  of  his  through  indoctrination  of  these 
personnel. 

d.  He  provided  procedures  and  guidance  to  Base  Civil 
Engineering  in  areas  of  sanitation,  new  construction  safety, 
mine  supression,  water  sanitation  and  insect  and  rodent  con- 
trol. These  procedures  and  guidance  have  been  invaluable 
tools  to  the  engineers  in  their  assigned  mission. 

e.  Served  as  on  base  advisor  and  monitor  for  all  air  evacu- 
ation flights  originating  and  terminating  at  DaNang  Air  Base. 
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f.  Coordinated  with  senior  Vietnamese  Public  Health  Of- 
ficials for  better  V.D.  control  and  medical  sanitation  in  the 
city  of  DaNang. 

g.  He  flew  regularly  with  all  base  aircrews  and  has  been 
recommended  for  the  Air  Medal  for  meritorious  achievement  in 
aerial  flight. 

h.  Established  medical  procedures  for  on  base  and  off 
base  crash  rescue  operators.  These  procedures  have  been  a 
definite  asset  to  crash  rescue  operators. 

i.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  Officers  Open  Mess  and  had  made  many  valuable  contri- 
butions in  this  area. 

3.  The  above  listed  accomplishments  for  Dr.  Hightower 
have  been  in  addition  to  the  expert  handling  of  the  base 
general  medical  and  aviation  medical  care  for  all  assigned  and 
attached  personnel  including  other  branches  of  the  services. 
He  has  rendered  these  services  any  time  of  the  day  or  night 
and  has  always  maintained  a  pleasant  attitude  regardless  of 
the  situation  at  hand.  He  has  established  a  remarkable  rela- 
tionship with  the  combat  crews  assigned  to  this  base  and  has 
gained  their  utmost  confidence  in  his  ability.  The  crews  seek 
his  guidance  and  professional  opinions  without  hesitation  be- 
cause of  the  close  relationship  established  and  their  high 
regard  for  his  professional  as  well  as  personal  ability  to  gain 
their  friendship.  This  relationship  has  resulted  in  unusually 
low  percentages  of  flying  crews  being  temporarily  grounded 
because  of  physical  or  mental  reasons.  During  a  recent  attack 
on  Marble  Mountain  Air  Facility,  Doctor  Hightower  was  highly 
instrumental  in  assisting  the  Army  and  Marines  to  take  ade- 
quate care  of  the  casualties  involved.  Through  his  initiative 
and  forethought,  despite  the  inadequate  facilities  and  extremely 
limited  equipment,  he  assisted  in  handling  the  numerous 
casualties  involved.  His  leadership  and  professional  ability 
demonstrated  during  this  instance  was  highly  commended  by 
leaders  of  the  services  involved.  His  outstanding  accomplish- 
ment on  the  night  of  25  Jan.  1966  reflect  great  credit  on  his 
ability  to  handle  an  emergency  situation  in  an  extraordinary 
manner.  On  this  night  the  base  was  under  a  mortar  attack 
and  under  the  intense  attack  he  was  on  the  job  caring  for 
the  casualties  within  a  moment's  notice. 

4.  Doctor  Hightower  is  the  most  outstanding  Flight  Surgeon 
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that  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  under  my  command. 
His  outstanding  leadership  and  professional  ability  has  enabled 
this  base  to  have  an  unsurpased  medical  facility  in  this  remote 
area  of  Vietnam.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  Doctor  High- 
tower  even  though  facilities  have  been  extremely  limited  and 
materials  have  always  been  shorter  than  would  normally  be 
expected  of  any  base.  I  highly  recommend  he  be  cited  as  the 
Outstanding  Air  Force  Surgeon  of  the  Year.

Macon,  Georgia 

Trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation 
met  Sunday,  December  5,  1965,  at  the  Dempsey  Motor  Hotel, 
Macon,  Georgia. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  11:30  a.m.  by  Dr.  Billy
